COMMISSIONED OFFICERS WINDOW 


The window bearing the center plaque representing the 
Medical, Dental, Medical Service, Hospital, Supply and Chap- 
lain Corps, is a gift of all Commissioned Officers on the staff 
of the hospital. 

The plaque is significantly indicative of the "esprit de corps" 
of the Navy as exemplified in this Command. 

The inscription on this window is taken from the "Oath of 
Office" every officer entering the Navy is required to take. We 
are happy to be able to say: "We will support and defend the 
Constitution of the United States. We will well and faith- 
fully discharge the duties of our office." 

It is, therefore, with a deep sense of pride in, and gratitude 
to, the Commissioned Officers of the hospital, that this window 
is dedicated today. 


NURSES WINDOW 

The window provided by the officers of the Navy Nurse 
Corps has as its central plaque the emblem of the Corps. 
Blending the medical symbols of the acorn and oak leaf with 
the Navy anchor, this device is a fitting reminder of the faithful 
services of the members of the Navy Nurse Corps on land 
and sea, at home and on foreign shores. 

The inscription on the window is taken from the first two 
verses of the sixty-seventh Psalm, and is indicative of the close 
link between the Divine ministry of healing and the work of 
the "angels of mercy" as members of this Corps are affec- 
tionately called. 

All who worship in this chapel will find in this window a 
beautiful reminder of the splendid work of the Navy Nurses, 
and especially of the Nurses on duty at this hospital, whose 
generosity has made possible its dedication today.
